The Wilmington Conservation 
Commission is presently in the 
process of challenging the language 
of the town charter and the 
authority of the town manager to 
appoint personnel for the conser 
vation department. Conservation 
members say their authority to hire 
new staff members comes from the 
Enabling Act of the Conservation 
Commission adopted at town 
Meeting in 1964. This act, they say 
gives the commission as well as the 
board of health the right to hire its 
‘own personnel 

The issue appears to have come to 
a head with the appointment of new 
Conservation Administrator Libby 
Sabounjian, an appointment most 
members feel should have fallen to 
their board instead of Town Mana 
ger Buzz Stapezynski 

In a recent interview, Commis 
sion Chairman Chester Bruce 
played down accusations that the 
commission's action could be 
construed as a personal grievance 
against the new administrator or as 
political in nature, since Bruce 
himself had applied for the 
position.

Shriners appeal decision

When contacted by the Town 
Crier, Aleppo Temple General 
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Aleppo Temple Shrine filed a suit 
with Middlesex Superior Court 
March 13 to appeal the February 9 
decision of the Wilmington Board

On February 9, selectmen unani 
mously refused to grant the 


renewal of an earth removal permit 
to the Shriners to allow the 
construction of a 1,100 space 
parking lot. Selectmen maintained 
that the ongoing operation didn't 
conform to zoning bylaws because 
of a gravel crushing operation on 
site, They also took into consider- 
ation neighbor's complaints of 
noise, dust, and damage to their 
homes from blasting at the 
Fordham Road location 
Shriners’ attorney F, Alex Parra 
of D'Agostine and Levine claims in 
the suit that the selectmen’s denial 
of a permit to continue operations 
"exceeds the authority of the 
1 board.” He also maintains that the 
board's decision is “arbitrary, 
capricious, whimsical, and based on 
legally untenable grounds 
The Shriners are seeking a 
judgement that would make the 
decision "null and void" and would 
show that Wilmington selectmen 
have no legat authority to restrict 
| or prohibit work on site. 


Manager William Manchester 
called the whole thing “an 
unfortunate situation.” He said he 
had put a lot of time and effort into 
working with the board and 
neighbors. Though selectmen had 
asked the organization to come 
back with a different parking plan 
to address neighbor's concerns, 
Manchester said "I really don't see 
any other way of doing it (in a cost 
effective manner).”

According to an opinion request 
ed of Town Counsel Alan Altman 
by the commission in mid-Febru: 
ary (and only received Monday), 
the town charter, as well as the 
Town Manager Act approved by 
the town in 1950, empowers the 
town manager with the necessary 
authority in this case. 

Altman referred to a similar case 
in 1984 which helped set a 
precedent. In that case, Police Chief 
Bobby Stewart maintained he 
should have control over the 
appointment of detectives in his 
department. The outcome, 
however, was in favor of the town 
manager and proved "the range of 


authority in section 12a is startling 
and awesome, sufficiently so as to 
make an individual who was 
hungry for power envious at its 
reach.” 

During the meeting, selectman 
chairman Rocco DePasquale 
frowned on using town funds to, in 
effect, sue the town. He questioned 
why the board waited so long to 
take any action and learned that, 
though members had wanted to 
pursue this course, acting chairman 
Bob LaVita had admittedly 
dropped the ball.” 

DePasquale, in seeking to avoid 
litigation, suggested commission 
members meet with Town Counsel, 
the Town Manager, and other 
interested parties to see if they 
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could iron out their differences 
before taking the town manager to 
court, which would be the final 
step. 

"That is not my intention to take 
the town of Wilmington to court. It 
is my intention to clarify the law,” 
replied Bruce who agreed to sit

Though he was relatively quiet on 
the issue, Stapezynski did say he felt 
confident "we're on pretty good 
ground here." He added it was a 

shame" to hire another attorney 
when they had before them "a 
perfectly good opinion” which he 
felt would hold up in court, He also 
conceded the "law is broad" but 
explained that in any conflict the 
town charter prevails 


Selectmen sign-off warrants

The Wilmington Board of 
Selectmen signed both a special 
town meeting warrant with three 
articles and an annual town meeting 
warrant containing 37 articles at 
their meeting Monday night, Both 
meetings will be held at 1:30 p.m 
on April 25 in the new high school 
gymnasium 
Selectmen are sponsoring an 
article to exempt three unique cases 
from the moratorium on the sale of 
town owned land. They are also 
strongly behind articles to establish 
a Wilmington Municipal Electric 
Department, to appropriate funds 
to study the best location for a-fire 
sub-station and new town hall as 
well as to renovate the Wilmington 
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police station; and to take a parcel 
of land on Salem Street by purchase 
or eminent domain. 

The most widely discussed article 
at Monday's meeting, however, was 
Article 12 - to see if the town would 
appropriate $60,000 for the 
defense of several Appellate Tax 


their actual assessed value totals 
$43.8 million. The difference in the 
two totals, added Stapczynski, 
comes out to half a million dollars a 
year in taxes. 

“It stands to cost the town a lot of 
money if we lose,” Stapczynski told 
selectmen, adding that it would also

Wilmington selectmen briefly 
discussed the IMG Proposal to put a 
mixed rental complex on land 
bordering Arlene Avenue and 
Ballardvale Street at their meeting 
Monday night. 

Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski 
said the board of appeals has been 
receiving input from various 
boards as it awaits the next meeting 
with IMG on a comprehensive 
permit from the town. The town is 
also awaiting the results of an 
Environmental Impact Study. 

Selectmen discussed possible 
points, such as density, parking, 
and other requirements they could 
use to try to negotiate with IMG. 
They recognized they could not 
negotiate anything connected with 
health factors or conservation. 

Chairman Rocco DePasquale 
raised the question, if the town 
negotiates does it mean it accepts 
the concept of apartments. Then, in 
pursuing this line of thought 
further, he asked if the town 
accepts the concept, will it defeat 
the purpose of abutters? 

DePasquale also asked why the 
town isn't negotiating to put the 
project in another, more favorable 
location, saying the town should 
determine where the project would 
be most acceptable. 

"I don't think a 200-300 unit 
apartment building is acceptable 
anywhere in Wilmington,” said Jim 
Stewart, adding that the only thing 
the Arlene Avenue site supports at 
this time is R-20 houselots. Stewart 
suggested they take the initiative 
and prepare their own proposal to 
let IMG know what would be 
acceptable to Wilmington citizens.

Task Force eyes 
non-profit corp

Members of the Affordable 
Housing Task Force will explore 
the possibility of using a 
community development corpora- 
tion as a vehicle to work toward the 
state goal of more affordable 
housing in Wilmington. 

At the Task Force meeting last 
week, Town Manager Buzz 
Stapezynski explained how such a 
non-profit organization has worked 
in other towns. He said a developer 
usually sells a certain number of 
new condo units or homes to the 
corporation which, in turn, 
controls them, handles the 
necessary funds, and works within 
the inclusionary policy of town 
bylaws. The corporation reported- 
ly helps the task force cut through 
red tape and provide it with monies 
for creative efforts at low cost 


housing. 

Member Ray Forest triggered the 
interest in such a vehicle when he 
expressed frustration with the lack 
of funds and bureaucratic 
“roadblocks” preventing action on

eoaieanas pointed out that there 
is a non-profit corporation already 
established in Wilmington in the 
form of the Wilmington Commu- 
nity Development Corporation.

Fincom holds ho-hum hearing

‘An audience largely composed of 
town officials and petitioners sat 
through a lengthy Finance 
Committee hearing Tuesday night 
to hear explanations and comments 
on 40 articles slated to come before 
voters at April's annual and special 
town meetings. 

Though Fincom members asked 
many pertinent questions, most of 
the articles stirred little public 
interest. With the hour growing 
late, four rezoning articles as well 
as the planning board's article on 
the Webber Amendment were put 
off to next Tuesday's planning 
board hearing. 

Town Manager Buzz Stapezynski 
went over some specifics in the 
budget portions of both warrants 
Article One in the special warrant, 
said Stapezynski, is a housekeeping 
article to make up six projected 
deficits in such accounts as snow 
and ice removal, rubbish collec- 
tion, and the miscellaneous account 
covering insurance and bond: 

In Article Five, Stapczynski went 
over specific budget recommen 
dations for each department. He 
asked that Fincom approve an 
additional $53,000 for FY'88 to 
help pay for updating valuations to 
bring the town's values up to the 
100 percent level required by the 
Dept. of Revenues. He also ex- 
plained the engineering department 
will now be a division under the 
DPW and will fall under that 
department's budget. 

In Article Six, covering capital 
expenditures for the town, 
Stapezynski explained there is a 
$34,378 balance left and asked that 
this go toward a much needed snow 
blower. This figure represents the 
difference in the Town Manager's 
recommended $247,000 figure and 
the bid figure of $212,622 for such 
items as DPW truck scales, five 
police cruisers, the fire chief's van, 
and truck replacements. 

Though the Town Manager only 
recommended a total $66,000 be 
spent for capital expenditures for 
the school department, school 
officials pared down their original 
higher figure to the $126,000 total 
reflected in Article Seven. The 
funds would go toward “one time 
purchases” of various office and 
electronic equipment in different 


schools and departments. 


Articles 10 and 11 on the creation 
of a town electric department and 
the appropriation of $125,000 for 
several related studies took up the 
most time. Town consultant Bob 
Patterson outlined a few options 
open to the town as well as benefits 
and risks in forming a town 
department. 

Though Fincom member Walter 
Kaminski argued against "putting 
the cart before the horse" in voting 
for both articles concurrently, 
Stapezynski maintained they had to 
follow a specific process in order to 
make last April's vote count. He 
also explained Article 10 would 
require a ballot vote. 

Tony Accardi inquired if the 
town were granted voting rights on 
the Reading Light Board would 
Wilmington still pursue the present 
course of action. Stapezynski said 
he would unless directed otherwise 
ctmen. 
here's all the reason in the 
world to stay on the course we're 
on right now," said Stapczynski 

Two other articles which came 
under extended discussion were 
Article 14, to allow a swap of land 
so some members of American 
Legion Post 136 could rebuild their 
burned out hall in South Wil 
mington, and Article 16, to pur. 
chase or take by eminent domain 
MBTA land on Salem Sweet. 

Fincom member Jim Gorham was 
concerned with switching land with 
such varying values. According to 
Principal Assessor Tony Krze- 
minski, one house lot of American 
Legion property on Middlesex 
Avenue is worth $100,000 and two 
lots would be worth $150,000. In 
comparison, five acres of land on 
Old Main Street, where the new 
hall is slated to go, would carry a 
value of $300,000 value. 

Selectmen spoke in favor of the 
article, saying the switch would 
move the hall out of a residential 
area and, perhaps make the site 
available to the housing authority 
for a home for autistic children 

Discussion on Article 16 centered 
on a reason to take the land by 
eminent domain. 

"It doesn't sound like we have a 
compelling reason to take the land,” 
said Gorham. Town Counsel Alan 
Alunan agreed this was a serious 
issue which needed more research 


prior to town meeting. 

Carl Backman, who helped get 
signatures on a petition to take the 
property, said the parcel originally 
designated as an MBTA yard “isn't 
conducive to a neighborhood 
environment.” The land could be 
used for open space or a buffer, 
officials said. 

Chestnut Sueet resident Betty 
Bigwood gave a well prepared 
argument for making her street and 
Hillside Way “scenic roads” in 
Articles 30 and 31. She explained 
the intent of the Scenic Roads Act 
of 1973 is to preserve and protect, 
"not prevent anyone from doing 
anything.” Bigwood said she would

When you walk inside the booth you may already have 
the answers right in front of you. In fact, a few old 
political hands are actually-known to carry with them a list 
of names, which will make their task all the more easy. 
But most of us may not decide on candidates until we 
actually start hitting the levers in the voting machine. This 
holds true whether we're voting for a state office, or 
something more local such as the board of selectmen. And 
as we put everything into prospective, there are certain 
things that should matter, and others that should not. 

As we decide who our candidate is, there are certain no, 
no's as to what should be considered relevant. A person's 
religious and ethnic backgrounds, as well as one's 
economic roots, should technically not be considered in 
this country - though wealthy candidates often seem to be 
grilled just a little bit more by the press. We're not even 
supposed to consider what sport teams they root for. 
Though a possible exception here could be if they are a 
Mets fan. And finally, you may want to also disregard 
certain campaign strategies. In other words, if you read 
something that says "Don't vote for candidates who put 
signs out", you may want to expand your criteria for 
voting just a little bit beyond that. 

While you are sitting back, examining the field of 
candidates, especially those seeking election to positions 
which are unpaid, you really should consider who is most 
willing to work hard for your vote. If that's any indication 
as to how they'll work for you as a constituent, you might 
be looking at a good candidate. And one of the ways 
candidates work is to get as much visibility as possible. 
Naturally, a more economical way of doing this, as 
opposed to expensive newspaper advertising, is through 
campaign signs, which seem to be thankfully common in 
any free democracy. It is ironic that anyone would attempt 
to regulate something like that, when so many have fought 
and died to preserve the democratic process which some 
would seem so quick to constrain. 

And another way of looking at the campaign sign issue, 
which for some reason has come up, is how offensive a 
political sign can really be to the old eye balls. No one 
seems to be complaining about any business signs in the 
community, with neon lights and all, that often times hang 
above us as we drive down Rt.

The School Committee presented 
the town's Finance Committee with 
a proposed school budget for fiscal 
year 1988, but few Tewksbury 
voters turned out to hear the 
discussion, 

The FinCom was handed a school 
budget for next year totalling 
almost $13.7 million, 


FinCom member Joe Gill, who 
previously reviewed the school 
operating figures while sitting on 
the school budget subcommittee, 
presented most of the questions to 
the school representatives present. 
Gill's questions were spaced 
throughout the presentation, which 
lasted more than three hours last 
‘Thursday night. 


Sitting in for the school system 
were Superintendant John Wynn 
and school business manager John 
Ryan, along with school board 
members Charles LaBella, Ben 
Maxwell and Bill Emerson. 


The School Committee has not 
formally approved the budget, and 
the FinCom similarly took no 
action after the discussion. 


The school budget for, the 
upcoming fiscal year includés an 
increase of $703,267 in the salary 
account; an additional $733,133 
for the operating account; and a 
proposed capital outlay of $50,623. 


Each of the budget increases was 
closely questioned by the FinCom 
during the discussion. 


Asked if 2 list of budget priorities 
had been prepared, schoo! business 
superintendant John Ryan told the 
FinCom that there was not. The 
school board would wait until cuts 
are ordered, Ryan said, before 
attaching a priority to any of the 
Tequests, 

The FinCom has scheduled a 
public hearing for this Thursday 
night, March 26, at 8 p.m. to 
discuss the overall town budget. 

The FinCom will soon be 
deciding upon budget recom- 
mendations for the Annual Town 
Meeting, where the town's budget 
will be placed before the voters.

improve sight. The majority of 
participants were happy to learn 
that they had healthy eyes with 
good vision. 

During the pediatric session, one 
girl was evaluated as dyslexic and 
referred for assistance. She will be 
in a better position when she enters 
school as a result of the early 
diagnosis of this learning disability. 
A couple of lazy eyes and a number 
of visual acuity problems were 
brought to the parents’ attention for 
followup. 

The adult screenings for diabetic 
tye‘ disease and glabcoma ‘al$d 
yielded some problem cases. There 
was one instance of macular 
degeneration detected. If left 
untreated, this would result in the 
loss of fine vision needed for such 
activities as reading. A couple of 
persons were identified as suffering 
from the first stages of diabetic 
retinopathy. The condition is a 
slight deterioration in the small 
blood vessels in the retina, As the 
disease progresses, additional blood 
vessel growth and swelling 
develops. Eventual rupture can 
occur. The progression causes 
severe visual loss, and even 
permanent blindness could result. 
New techniques, such as laser 
treatment, can prevent or delay the 
severe visual loss. A few instances 
of potential glaucoma were

Chairman urges board 
to support Aldo Caira 


Saying Aldo Caira, Assistant 
Superintendent of Tewksbury State 
Hospital, is “being treated 
unfairly,” Wilmington selectman 
chairman Rocco DePasquale urged 
fellow board members and Wil- 
mington citizens to write a letter to 
the secretary of Human Services 
and state representatives in support 
of Caira's candidacy for the vacant 
superintendent's position. 

At Monday's board of selectmen 
meeting, DePasquale said there 
have been “orchestrated allega- 
tions” of nepotism made against 
Caira which may cost him the job 


most people feel should be his. He 
said the furor began when four 
hospital employees, unhappy with 
how they were promoted, com- 
plained and triggered an investi- 
gation 

DePasquale, who serves on the 
hospital board, said Caira had made 
“substantial improvements” at the 
hospital and was a capable adminis- 
trator who deserved the job. 

Caira is the National Director of 
the Sons of Italy and a former 
member of the Wilmington Board 
of Selectmen.

residents in the area expressed 
worries that if the home was used as 
a training center for Raytheon 
employees, it would take away 
from the historic value of the 
home. Another argument raised is 
that the house is currently in the 
process of becoming a historical 
landmark. 

The appeal for Raytheon was 
made by Leigh A. Peritz, manager 
of construction and renovations for 
the firm. Peritz told the board that 
the Battle's farmhouse renovation 
will not only be good for Raytheon, 
but for the Town of Tewksbury as 
well. 

When asked how the house would 
be changed, Peritz said "The actual 
shape of the house will not be 
changed, but the interior will be 
totally renovated to accommodate 
the amount of people which will be 
trained there.” 

The proposed Raytheon plan is to 
renovate the inside of the house and 
use it as a training center for the 
employees of Raytheon's Apple Hill 
Technology Park on North Street, 
located next door. The plan, which 
is still in the early stages, is to fix 
the inside only and leave the outside 
alone to keep its historical value,

Peritz said. 

Tewksbury attomey Jay Gaffney, 
who represents a town historical 
society now under formation, 
stated that "changing the interior of 
the house would take away from the 
historical value of the home.” 

Gaffney pointed out that “it 
would be interesting to the public to 
see how the changes (to the house) 
were made over a long period of 
time.” 

Gaffney also told the board that, 
“we are out to preserve the interior 
of the home, not just a shell.” He 
said the historical society would 
prefer that none of the original 
masonry or woodwork would be 
removed, and that the house would 
have reasonable access to the public 
for those who wished to tour the 
building. 

Although the historical society 
has not been formed, Gaffney said 
he has spoken to several people who 
are interested in forming such a 
group. 

Gaffney said that a phone poll was 
made about the Battle's farmhouse 
and that there was enough response 
to the poll that he felt some form of 
historical society should voice an 
interest in the Raytheon project.

Tuesday, March 24 the Fred Cain 
amendment suddenly showed up, in 
the Wilmington Board of Appeals. 
Attorney Joseph Courtney invoked 
it, in a 5,000 foot houselot case on 
Faulkner Avenue. 

The Fred Cain amendment was, 
and maybe is, a special statute voted 
by the state legislature about 20 
years ago. Representative Fred 
Cain of Wilmington introduced the 
bill, and it was voted. 

Shortly before the Fred Cain bill 
was introduced, thé legislature had 
voted that any 5,000 square foot 
lot, with a 50 foot frontage, in 
Massachusetts could become a valid 
building lot. One builder, who did 
not live in Wilmington seized on 
that law, and was building homes 
on 50 foot lots in several parts of 
town, 

‘The lots were was just too close, 
for the people of Wilmington, who 
live in a town without adequate 
sewerage. Somebody told Fred 
Cain about it, and he provided an 
answer. 

Fred filed a bill in the legislature 
amending that law so that 
Wilmington and Wilmington alone 
was excepted. The key to his filing 
was that he did it on the day the Red 
Sox opened in Boston, in 1969. 

In the state house no one was 
paying attention to anything except 
the ball game, and besides, most of 
the legislators were down in 
Fenway Park. The bill carried, 
right through, and not until after it 
had become a law was any other 
legislator aware of what happened. 

Tt was, to those who knew of it, a 
‘smart move by Rep. Cain. 

Courtney argued that this was a 
"grandfather case." The house lot 
was in existance before the Fred 
Cain amendment was voted, he 
said, and the grandfather clause was 
never repealed. He admitted that 
might be a "moot" point. 

Bill Hooper, who always 
represents the town of Wilmington 
at the Board of Appeals hearings 
had to go digging into his files for 
that one. He brought out that in 
1979 or therabouts a new law, 


called 40A, was voted. 

Chairman Bruce MacDonald 
listened to Hooper. Hooper said the 
minimum lot size in Massachusetts 
was now 7500 square feet, with a 
75 foot frontage. " 

MacDonald said "I will deny it.” 
But, I suspect, the attorney will 
bring this up in court. See you 
then.” 

The two men shook hands over 
that. 

Many of the appeals asked for 
were granted. Some were not, 

An appeal for a special permit for 
a home at 311 Middlesex Avenue 
was denied, 

‘An appeal by Albert J. Spada, to 
divide a lot of land having 3.12 
acres, off Chestnut street into three 
houselots was denied, Mr. Spada's 
home is in a rural (60,000 square 
feet) area. 

William McCormick of 17 
Kilmarnock St. got the surprise of 
the evening. He appeared with his 
son-in-law, Allen Harding. He was 
seeking to divide his houselot into 
three parts, using hammerhead 
style lots, It seemed that the 
proposed roadways would not be 
wide enough, and McCormick was, 
to all purposes, defeated, 

But Chairman McDonald, by 
questioning, developed that the 
Boston & Maine Railroad had taken 
12 feet of his land, for its 
right-of-way. 

"This" said McDonald "is a 
hardship." McCormick had won his 
case. 

The Fourth of July Committee 
won kudos from persons who, it 
was felt, would be in opposition. 
They were seeking their customary 
variances, such as had been granted 
the year before for the Fourth of 
July holiday; John Sanborn and Bob 
Woods were present, waiting their 
turn to speak. 

“If it is to be run the way it was 
run last year" said Woods, "I have 
no complaint at all.” Sanborn didn't 
say much, but he seems to agree. 

This time the Board of Appeals 
extended its congratulations to the 
Fourth of July Committee.

Low score on writing test 


Trahan score disappoints

‘The results are in from the state's 
Basic Skills Testing program, with 
only one flunking grade received in 
the town -- at Tewksbury's Trahan 
School. The program and test 
scores were discussed at last 
Wednesday's meeting of the School 
Committee. 

The test, given to a total of 788 
students in grades three, six and 
nine, measured basic skills in 
reading, writing and arithmetic. 
Excellent scores were posted from 
Tewksbury's Heathbrook, North 
Street, Dewing and Trahan schools, 
with only one notable exception. 

‘The third grade youngsters in the 
Trahan School were handed a 
failing grade for the writing 
portion of the test. Only 45 percent 
of the students were considered to 
have passed, out of the 55 
youngsters who took the test, 

The reading test at Trahan, 
however, resulted in generally 
good scores. More than 90 percent 
of those tested received passing 


‘scores on the reading test. 

"I can't understand how anyone 
can read that well and write that 
poorly,” said Dr. Edward Farley, 
assistant school superintendant for 
instruction during the School 
Committee discussion last week. 

According to Farley, the test was 
taken over a two-day period.

said the number three writing test 
produced a statewide failure rate of 
10 percent, the highest failure rate 
of all. 

But the Trahan School has been 
long under a cloud concerning 
aptitude tests. 

Last summer the Iowa basic skills 
test resulted in scores from the 
Trahan School almost 10 percent 
lower than from the town's other 
elementary schools. Other tests in 
the past have revealed similarly low 
scores for Trahan. 

In response to the recent poor 
writing scores, School Com- 
mitteeman Bill Emerson made a 
motion to conduct a retest for the 
Trahan youngsters, seconded by 
Ben Maxwell. Providing the 
evaluators for the retest, however, 
camejunder discussion. 

Maxwell admitted that it would be 
necessary to "do our own scoring,” 
he also asked for outside scorers, to 
provide objectivity. The board 
unanimously agreed to seek out-of- 
town personnel to evaluate the 
retest of the writing exercise. 

Charles LaBella amended the 
article to have the results made 
available to the school committee as 
soon as possible. 

“Until we have a retest, the jury is 
still out," said Superintendant 
Wynn, concerning the Trahan 
School. "This is not something 
we're treating lightly.”

Crack-down shows results

It's spring cleaning time in the 
Building Commissioner's office in 
Tewksbury. 

Illegal signs in Tewksbury have 
all but disappeared and Building 
Commissioner George Nawn is* 
now setting his sights on abandoned 
and unregistered vehicles in town. 

Nawn ordered stricter enforce- 
ment of the zoning by-laws dealing 
with signs, and the results have 
been noticeable. 

Building Inspector John "Chuck" 
McCarthy noted that some 85 sign 
by-law violations were issued, and 
all but a few have since been 
corrected, 

Nawn took out a paid advertise- 
ment in this newspapaer to warn 
violators that illegal and improper 
signs would have to be removed, 
particularly the temporary signs 
along Main Street. His office staff 
then began issuing violations and 
making follow-up phone calls, and 
all but a few of the signs have been 
removed. 
erybody is always interested 


in cleaning up the town,” Nawn 
said. 

Next to go, Nawn warned, would 
be unregistered cars. 

According to McCarthy, the town 
zoning by-laws allow only one 
unregistered car on a residential 
lot, provided the vehicle is parked 
at least 50 feet from the road. 
Some properties in town, he said, 
hold more unregistered vehicles 
than the law allows. 

McCarthy also noted that a fine of 
$100 a day could be levied if the 
cars and trucks are not hauled 
away. 

"The neighbors are complaining, 
and that have a right to," McCarthy 
said of the offenses. 

McCarthy stated he is currently 
working full time on the Building 
Commissioner's staff, but his is 
only listed as a part-timer. 

McCarthy mentioned that Nawn 
is wying to get approval from the 
Board of Selectmen to keep him on 
full time, to keep pace with the 
office workload.

Cable TV reception 
prospects improve 


The prospects for improved tv 
reception in Wilmington are 
improving, Town Manager Buzz 
Stapezynski told a meeting of the 
Wilmington Chamber of 
Commerce Tuesday morning. He 
spoke at a breakfast meeting in 
Stelio's Restaurant. 

The Greater Boston Cable Corp 
(GCBB) operates the cable tv in 
Wilmington. Their base of 
operations is on Zion Hill in 
Woburn. There have been 
complaints to the town from local 
residents who were unsatisfied with 
both the programing and the 
reception. 

An agreement was signed last 
June with GBCC, after negotiations 
which had lasted over a year. That 
agreement calls for a Supertrunk, 
from Zion Hill to Wilmington. 

GBCC has agreed to upgrade the 
number of channels available to 54, 
and this is to be completed by the 
end of the year. It has also agreed to 
certain "consumer language” in that 
the list of subscribers in 
Wilmington will not be sold to 
other parties. This will prevent 
Wilmington residents from getting 
"junk mail” as a result of their 
being a local cable tv subscriber 

GBCC wanted a local office 
They now have one, in the town 
hall. Their office will be open from 
five to eight p.m. on Tuesday, 
Wednesday and Thursday, and on 
Saturday from 9 a.m. to noon. This 
agreement lasts until the end of the 
calendar year. 

Wilmington will have three 


* channels for local cable tv. One can 


be labled Public, one can be labeled 
Education, and one Government. 

This is as a result of complaints 
by the citizens. Wilmington is an 
active community, Buzz said and 
"We will have active access 
channels,” 

We will have a local committee in 
charge. Sue Mahoney is 
experienced in cable tv, and will be 
working with the Chamber of 
Commerce, to get the town 
involved.

In Wilmington there will be 12 
access sites, There will be the 
football field, the gazebo on the 
common, the health center and 
places in public schools. 

The tv channels will be accessed 
by a non-profit corporation being 
set up by Wilmington. It is being 


created to access, manage and 
operate public, educational and 
governmental access to the three 
channels

The GBCC will fund the town 
with five percent of its gross 
revenues on an annual basis. We 
received the first $125,000 in 
February, with which to purchase 
video equipment. One room in the 
high school is being designated the 
studio, Forty thousand will be used 
in setting up that room. There are 
also three more payments of 
$20,000, to be spread over 10 
years, for refurbishing equipment 

The persons named by 
Stapczynski are, in a sense, the 
beginning of the corporation.

Surprenant seeks second term. 


Vaughn R. Surprenant has 
announced his candidacy for 
re-election to the five year seat on 
the Wilmington Redevelopment 
Authority.

If you do qualify for 
SSI you also qualify for Medicaid 
which provides full medical care 
coverage, fuel assistance and food 
stamps.

NEW RULES ON 
ESTIMATED TAX 


Most of us are on a pay-as-you-go 
tax plan, with taxes taken out of our 
paychecks regularly, But for those 
with substantial other income -- 
whether from investments or from 
self-employment -- taxes due on 
income must be estimated in 
advance and paid quarterly 

Up to now, it was enough to pay 
80 percent of taxes due on 
estimated tax (or 100 percent of 
what you paid last year, whichever 
is less), The actual tax would be 
figured in April and anything due 
included with you tax return, New 
rules call for 90 percent of actual 
tax liability to be paid during the 
year as estimated tax (or, again, 
100 percent of last year's tax, in 
order to avoid paying penalties for 
underpayment. 

For this year only, penalties will 
be waived if underpayment of 
estimated is caused by changes in 
the tax law that increased liabilities 
as of early 1986,

With a long, busy fishing season 
ahead, now's the time to beat the 
rush in getting the boat ready. 

Actually, while it would tickle me 
pink to buy a new Ranger fishing 
boat, complete with a deluxe 
trailer, 50 horse Merc, built-in 
coolers and livewell and more 
electronics than the average B-52, 
there just ain't enough nickels 
rattling around my piggie bank. 
Looks like I'll just have to patch up 
“Old Green” and smile ... (sigh). 

This year, however, things will 
be done correctly and on time, 
before the season begins. Starting 
with the registration. 


Even though flat-bottomed "Old 
Green” is pushed along by an 
electric motor, she still needs to 
wear registration numbers. Simply 
put, a boat powered by anything 
other than oars or sails needs to be 
registered. Yes, that does include 
electric tolling motors. 

Most boating or sporting-goods 
shops have mail-in registration 
forms. For standard small craft, a 
$20 registration fee will cover the 
vessel for two years. If caught by 
the Environmental Police (called 
game wardens by us old timers), 
the $20 registration fee will seem 
cheap. 

Next order of business is getting 
the motor in shape. Gasoline power 
plants frequently need carburator 
overhauls and general cleaning, 
especially after a long winter in the 
cellar, and now's the time. 

Even electric motors need some 
maintainance. In my case, the 
battery cables are frazzled, which 
wastes power and creates a serious 
overheating problem with the clips. 
A few minutes with a soldering 
iron will set things aright. 

As for the hull itself, "Old Green" 
still has a few leaks following an 
unfortunate double-gainer off the 
roof rack last spring. I've found 
that silicon sealant in a tube -- the 
stuff that smells like ammonia when 
it dries -- works like a champ. 

Speaking of the boat rack, that is 
another piece of boating gear that 
could use a quick look. For those 
with trailers, don't forget to check 
the wiring, tires and cables. 

Another thing to line up before 
the season starts is the list of needed 
accessories. Things like battery- 
powered lanterns, boat cushions 
and fire extinguishers are both 
required by law, and often 
neglected until the fishing starts. 
Far better is it to lay these things 
aside now than to scramble for a 
last minute flashlight while the fish 
are biting at the pond. 

Other dainties such as stringers, 
coolers and 55-gallon drums of bug 
spray are also best looked into now. 

Open-water fishing is about to 
begin in earnest. And while fishing 
from the shore is both effective and 
fun, I'd much rather have "Old 
Green" ready to shove off at a 
moment's notice. 

With a little planning and labor 
she'll be ready for another season's 
work in no time.

Should radar detectors 
be legal in your car? 


The good news is that two 
states and the District of 
Columbia are considering 
legislation this year to make 
radar detectors legal, or at least 
lessen the penalties for using 
one of the devices. 

The bad news, though, is that 
four legislatures in 
Maryland, Massachusetts, New 
York and West Virginia — are 
taking up five bills outlawing 
even the mere possession of 
radar detectors. And 
lawmakers in New Jersey, New 
York and Tennessee have in- 
troduced bills to prohibit 
truckers from employing radar 
detectors. 

As has been the case for 
several years, the radar 
detector — nothing but a small 
radio receiver — is once again 
at the center of a big con- 
troversy, reports Janice Lee, 
President of the Radio 
Association Defending Airwave 


Rights, Inc. (RADAR). The 
organization is the watchdog 
group for the radar detector 
industry 


On one side of the debate are 
those who see radar detectors 
as an aid in disobeying the 
speed limit and a threat to the 

++ Test of the motoring public. On 
the other side are the more than 
6 million drivers who know 
radar detectors are useful tools 
for promoting highway safety 
The devices make drivers more 
aware of ‘their speed and can 
help motorists protect them 
selves against unfair speeding 
citations. 

With all of the legislative 
activity surrounding radar 
detectors, RADAR believes it's 
important that radar detector 
owners and dealers take an 
active role in ensuring their 


states permit the use of 
detectors. 
At the other end of the 


spectrum are Maryland HB450 
and SB158, Massachusetts 
HB3642, New York Assembly 
Bill 2099 and SB1257, 

Virginia HB2496, all outright 
attempts to ban radar detec- 
tors. Since may factors such as 
poor maintenance, larger 
trucks, smaller cars and driver 
fatigue as well as speeding play 
a role in heavy truck accidents, 
some legislators see banning 
radar detectors in commercial 
vehicles as the solution to truck 
safety. Such bills include New

The other afternoon, on my 
way to a restaurant on Boylston 
Street to meet a friend for lunch, 
Iwas sped by a young, rather 
clean-cut fellow who could have 
easily been a student at one of 
the universities in the area. He 
held a stack of pamphlets in one 
hand, and when he was sure he 
had my attention he handed one 
of them tome. 

Normally, I have the urge to 
walk past these people who try 
to hand you paper along busy ci- 
ty streets, most of the time they 
are proliferating causes I have 
little or no interest in, and too 
often they are begging for 
money, which turns me off even 
more. But this young guy caught 
me off guard, and I stopped. 

As I glanced over the pam- 
phlet he handed to me, he said, 
“I'm with the AIDS Action 
Committee of Massachusetts, 
and I'd like you to have this 
pamphlet on how to enjoy safer 
sex.” 


Thad the impulse to tell him to 
mind his own business, that I'll 
conduct my personal life as I see 
fit, but then something struck 
me: I was shocked by what I 
was reading in the pamphlet, 
and I couldn't believe this 
clean-cut kid was arbitrarily 
passing them out to passers-by 
on Boylston Street. The pam- 
phlet was entitled “Safer Sex 
Can Be Sensuous.'’ Inside it 
described what one should be 
doing — and more appropriately 
not doing — to prevent the 
spread of the deadly disease, 
AIDS. 

“I can appreciate what you 
and your group are trying to 
do,” I told him, “but don’t you 
think this kind of literature is 
going a bit too far?”” 

He responded, ‘No, we don’t. 
We believe it's necessary to be 
very frank in telling people what 
AIDS is all about and how to 
prevent the spread of it.”” 

The pamphlet contained wor-

and I told him I thought there 
was a better way of phrasing the 
information. I also said that it 
appeared the pamphlet was ac- 
tually designed to turn more 

le on to casual sex than off 
from it. By this time he was 
phon ie gral elk lg 
could stop the next person who 
came along. I gladly went on my 
way, tucking the pamphlet into 
my back pocket. The pamphlet 
deserved to be thrown away, as 
far as I was concerned, but I 
wanted time to think more about 
what this AIDS committee was 
trying to accomplish. 

I showed the pamphlet to my 
friend, who was also male, and 
he agreed the information was 
good but it was presented in a 
too vulgar way to be 
disseminated to the general 
public. This response prompted 
me to contact other members of 
the committee to find out more 
about their goals. 

I spoke on the phone to 
another member, and he pretty 
much reiterated what the young 
fellow on Boylston Street had 
said. Except he made a com- 
ment that frightened me. He 
said he'd like to see these pam- 
phlets distributed to junior high 


school and high school youths. 
“It'll never happen,” I stated 
emphatically. 


“We disagree with that at- 
titude,” the fellow on the phone 
said. “But because the litera- 
ture is primarily geared toward 
the gay community, we feel it is 
being rejected by the powers to 
be in the school department. So 
in the meantime, we are passing 
the information around in other 


ways. 

Ttold him that if I were the fa- 
ther of a high school boy or girl, 
and he or she came home with 
one of those pamphlets, I'd ei- 
ther go to the school and blacken 
the principal's eye, or I'd go to 
the street corner where the 
pamphlet was passed out and 
decapitate the guy who handed 
itout. 

“That kind of attitude is why 
we have the AIDS problem in 
the first place," he told me. 

No, I said, I have absolutely 
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nothing to do with the AIDS pro- 
blem, and if I were a parent, I'd 
handle the dissemination of 
educational information as I 
saw fit. I would not, I told him, 
allow him or his pamphlet to be 
the conduit by which the infor- 
mation was spread. I would also 
oppose any move by a school 
department to use that kind of 
pamphlet to inform young peo- 
ple about ways to prevent the 
spread of AIDS. That kind of 
pamphlet, as far as I was con- 
cerned, is designed to arouse, 
not make aware. 

I was curious to find out how 
high school-aged kids feel about 
the problem of AIDS, so I 
journeyed over to a local high 
school and approached a few of 
them to ask them. I was sur- 
prised to learn that nearly every 
one to whom I spoke had little or 
no real information about the 
problem of AIDS, which made 
me think more education is 
needed, however, not in the 
form to which I had been expos- 
ed. 


A typical response was this 
one made by a sixteen year old 
junior boy: ‘‘Most of the guys I 

ing around with never think 
about catching AIDS. That’s 
something other people catch. I 
don’t know anybody with it, but 
if I did, I'd probably want to stay 
far away from him, even though 
I'm told that it can’t be caught 
that easily.” 


A seventeen year old girl who 
is about to graduate this spring 
said, “I can only speak for 
myself, but I don’t think any- 
body my age really worries 
about catching AIDS, even 
though I hear girls are as likely 
to get it as boys. Most of the girls 
I know who do get involved, you 
know, don’t really think about 
diseases, period. They just do 
what they want to. I think drugs 
and alcohol have a lot to do with 
it. The ones who get involved 
with drugs and drinking tend to 
bea little less careful about that 
sort of thing. Personally, I just 
want to stay with one boy." 

‘That kind of attitude is very 
prevalent, I was told by a school 
official who wished to remain 
anonymous. ‘‘They don’t really 
understand the disease,"" he 
said, ‘‘but they are smarter than 
we think, They know enough to 
stay wifff one partner, if they're 
smart, that is. The ones who are 
promiscuous are the ones who 
run the danger of exposing 
themselves as they get on with 
their lives.” 


This school official noted that, 
in all honesty, his school 
department has all it can do just 
handling the large number of 
teen-age girls who become 
pregnant out of wedlock. “It's 
gotten to the point where we 
have to be careful about these 
girls walking up and down 
stairs, carrying too many books, 
and getting involved in activi- 
ties that might harm their 
babies,” he said. “This sort of 
problem has to take precedence 
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because, as far as the school is 
concerned, it is here and we 
have to contend with it. The 
issue of AIDS, as far as the 
school is concerned, is still out 
there somewhere, in another 
world, somebody else's pro- 
blem. It is sad to admit, but it is 
true. We can try to educate, but 
we are also walking a delicate 
balance. And furthermore, who 
the heck has the budget these 
days to spend thousands of 
dollars informing kids about 
AIDS?" 

It was his last statement that 
jolted me, because if school 
departments don’t have the 
money to launch their own 
educational programs against 
AIDS, then the next logical step 
is to open the doors to pamphlets 
like the one I was handed. The 
educational information is 
there, as I've said, but it is pre- 
sented in a way that is both 
shocking and distasteful. 

I left the school yard feeling 
that the situation is developing 
into a major enigma: the need 
for education is there, but how 
do we create the proper conduit 
through which the information 
can be spread? Parents are kid- 
ding themselves if they think 
ads like the ones appearing in 
popular magazines showing, 
say, a young teen-age girl with a 
smile on her face and a caption 
reading something like “I just 
had safe sex..." are going to 
make the problem go away. It's 
just as that seventeen year old 
girl told me:\kids don’t stop to 
think about Whether they are 
having safe sex or unsafe sex. If 
they are going to have it, they 
are going to have it. The respon- 
sibility of informing them about 
the facts of life have always 
ultimately rested on parents 
first, and the situation now is no 
different. 


I happened to arrive home 
«tate from work a few times 
recently, and upon switching on 
the TV I was hit with that late 
night ad showing the U.S 
Surgeon General promoting the 
use of a condom to help prevent 
the spread of AIDS. The ad is the 
softened result of a hot con 
troversy between broadcasters 
who feel it is necessary to carry 
condom ads and civic groups 
that don’t want so much as the 
word mentioned in public. I 
think the ad is helpful, but 
again, it is too insignificant to 
have major impact on the pro- 
blem. Perhaps a more intense 
media blitz, like the one propos- 
ed by some broadcasters, would 
eventually do the trick 


Throughout all this raging 
controversy, the clergy has re- 
mained conspicuously quiet 
The Catholic church is sticking 
to the laws regarding sex as 
handed down by the Vatican 
council, while other church 
groups have found the issue of 


AIDS to be moot. The activity of 
a few of these groups has been 
ridiculous in some cases. Take 
the minister who stepped off the 
pulpit to pass out condoms to his 
congregation. Didn't this 
minister realize he was handing 
them out to the wrong people? 
The members of his congrega- 
tion are not likely to be the folks 
who hang out at the gay bars 
and discos on Saturday night. 
He would have gotten his 
message across better if he’d 
gone down to the nearest red- 
light district and passed them 
out to the people who hang out 
there. He wanted to get some 
publicity on the need for safer 
sex, but unfortunately, because 
he went about it the wrong way, 
the publicity turned out to be 
laughable. 

The bottom line appears to be 
within each of us. Perhaps we 
need to re-examine our 
priorities. The baby boomers 
who got the sexual freedom ball 
rolling in the late sixties may 
need to put a halt to the roll by 
proselytizing their children over 
to a new way of thinking, a way 
that promotes monogamous, 
safe sex. Well, it’s an old way of 
thinking that perhaps needs to 
be brought back again. At least 
we need to consider the virtue of 
limited sexual partners, The 
price of not considering this vir- 
tue, if you will, is perhaps a life- 
time of suffering, albeit for 
some a very, very short life: 
time. 


I have to admit that that 
pamphlet handed to me on 
Boylston Street had some good 
points. For example, it em- 
phasized the need to reduce or 
eliminate the use of drugs and 
alcohol from our lives, because 
alcohol damages the immune 
system and it can impair our 
judgment when we most need to 
make sound decisions 


The pamphlet also emphasiz- 
ed the need for improving 
health, including eating proper. 
ly, exercising frequently, and 
seeing a doctor regularly, As a 
solution to the problem of 
abstinence in cases where you 
don't want to abstain, the pam- 
phlet suggested using your 
imagination. All of the sugges- 
tions were safe and healthy for 
you. This information was pre- 
sented well, and there was no 
use of vulgar language to get the 
points across. If only the entire 
pamphlet had been prepared in 
this manner, I would be in favor 
of its use in school systems. 

One final point: the pamphlet 
also made it clear that we have 
the choice to be informed, aware 
of ourselves and responsible. If 
we choose not to be, we may, in 
the case of AIDS, be putting a 
loaded revolver to our heads and 
at the same time impacting 
those with whom we come into 
closest contact 
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safe yet quick weight loss. Par-

open land and keep it clean for 
the time being. 

Undeveloped land within the 
greater Boston megalopolis 
seems to attract trash like iron 
filings to a magnet — for who is 
going to police, comb, and 
groom empty acres of open 
space?

Raising Arizona Starring 
Nicolas Cage, Holly Hunter, 
John Goodman, William For- 
sythe. Directed by Joel Coen, 
Produced by Ethan Coen 
Written by the Coens. Rated 
PG-13 (profanity, violence). 

A movie about parenting and 
kidnapping is not exactly run of 
the mill stuff, but then again, 
the Coen brothers’ last movie, 
Blood Simple didn’t really fit 
into the constraints of a 
definition either. 

Dense, often unyieldingly 
funny and unabashedly strange, 
Raising Arizona is the kind of 
movie you could watch more 
than once and catch something 
new each time. It's kind of like 
watching Howard Hawk’s His 
Girl Friday and hearing 
something in the overlapping 
dialogue you may have missed 
the time before. Only in this 
film it’s the visuals which 
overlap. Director Joel Coen had 
some fun with the camera, and 
sometimes images flash across 
the screen so quickly that you 
barely register them before he 
goes on to the next bit. 

At the core of this mad-cap 
adventure is a love story that is 
treated quite seriously, almost 
tenderly. Nicolas Cage plays a 
stick-up man with a weakness 
for convenience stores who is in 
jail so often he has a chance to 
fall in love with a police officer 
(Holly Hunter). When the two 
marry and discover they can't 
have children, they decide to lift 
one of the five newborn Arizona 
quints, hence the title. Into this 
scam come two baby-faced 
convicts with their own ideas 
for the blonde, gurgling babe 
and one road-hog-from-hell who 
plans on rescuing the child in 
order to ransom him back to the 
parents. There are other 
peripheral folks who enter into 
the story, all equally as 
unusual, but in the center of all 
the madness is this sweet child 
that they all manage to fall in 
love with. 

The only jarring note in the 
film is Randall “Tex Cobb as

the grimey biker who plans on 
trading the kid in for money. 
It's as if he cruised in from 
another movie. Coen, who co- 
wrote the film with his brother 
Ethan, almost pulls this bit off, 
but it isn’t smooth enough. The 
biker is as strange as the other 
oddball characters, but he is too 
harsh for a film that is probably 
much sweeter than the Coens 
wanted to admit.

Otherwise you can 
chalk Burglar up as one of those 
movies you might watch when it 
comes to cable, but only if they 
are repeating “Moonlighting” 
that night. 

Goldberg plays a bookstore 
owner who is forced back into 
her old line of work, cat 
burglary, by a nasty retired cop 
who has blown his pension 
G.W. Bailey as the cop has a 
pair of gloves that Goldberg 
used in a robbery years before, 
and he threatens to blow the 
whistle if she doesn't pay him 
off. One of her first jobs in- 
volves her with a shady dentist, 
Lesley Ann Warren, who over- 
stylizes her role until it is nearly 
acaricature. 

One thing leads to another 
and soon Goldberg is involved in 
a murder. Upon investigating 
the murder to try and clear 
herself of any involvement, she 
stumbles onto a counterfeit 
ring, a sub-plot that is never 


properly fleshed-out or ex- 
plained. 
What is ironic about this 


picture is that while it is not as 
loosely structured nor quite as 
rambling as Goldberg's last 


flick, Jumpin’ Jack Flash, it is 
also’ not as funny. The’ plot 
behind Flash was silly and 
didn't always make sense, but 
there were enough funny bits 
peppered throughout so that at 
least there were some chuckles. 
But in this tired, dull film, the 
only time there is a sizzle on- 
sereen is when Goldthwait 
shows up. This comedian’s 
schtick is that he screams. 
You've probably seen him, with 
his wild hair and hyperkinectic 
act.

Discrimination still exists in to- 
day's workplace, but many jobs 
are still available for older 
workers," states Jack Erdlen, 
President of Management 
Dimensions, Inc. (MDI), an 
outplacement and Career 
search consulting firm located 
in Wellesley. “Employers are 
seeking experienced profes 
sionals to fill full-time positions, 
as well as retirees to handle 
part-time situations,” he insists 

“Most companies realize the 
costly effects of age discrimina- 
tion in terms of fines, penalties, 
back-pay awards, and all the 
notoriety that it nourishes in 
poor publicity and employee 
relations,"" Erdlen explains 
“They have strict policies and 
procedures forbidding such ac- 
tions, but, at times, it is difficult 
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to overcome the prejudices of 
individual managers and 
supervisors. Good judgment is 
sometimes cast aside in the 
name of a ‘lean and mean’ 
management style that 
translates into cutbacks of 
higher salaried personnel who 
are usually the older employees. 
Since layoffs are designed to 
reduce payroll costs, the elimi- 
nation of the higher paid 
workers means that fewer peo- 
ple will have to be terminated. 
Also, pension and benefit pro- 
grams will not be as costly.” 

MDI provides job hunting and 
career counseling services for 
professional candidates, for in- 
dividuals and corporate clients. 
Its principals have advised 
thousands of candidates in 
knowing and understanding the 
process of changing jobs. 

On the positive side, Erdlen 
notes that “‘the senior job hunter 
does have options available, 
whether he (she) is unemployed 
or just looking to change posi- 
tions. As the demand for quali- 
fied personnel has expanded, 
opportunities have become 
available at all levels of exempt 
and non-exempt positions."’ 

Erdlen suggests the following 
course of action to everyone who 
is over 50 and having difficulty 
witha job search 

PLACE YOUR EMPHASIS 
ON NETWORKING TO OB- 
TAIN INTERVIEWS — A rec- 
ommendation from a friend or 
acquaintance will go a long way 
toward getting your foot in the 
door. 

KEEP A POSITIVE AT- 
TITUDE — If you have per- 
formed well in your previous 
position, there is no reason to 
doubt your abilities. You must 
exude confidence. 

INDICATE FLEXIBILITY 
in job assignments, work 
schedule, and salary require. 
ments. Be sensitive to the per 
son who feels that “you can’ 
teach an old dog new tricks. 

DEMONSTRATE - 
THUSIASM AND WILL- 
INGNESS TO WORK — You do 
not want to give the impression 
that you are looking for a place 
to roost until retirement. Many 
companies already have too 
many current employees that fit 
this description 

PROVIDE OUTSTANDING 
REFERENCES with an em- 
phasis on senior or executive 
referrals. Having access to such 
people can be impressive and 
their opinions will carry. influ- 
ence with potential employers. 

CONSIDER A PART-TIME 
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OR CONSULTING JOB TO 
GAIN EXPOSURE TO A COM- 
PANY — Register with tem- 
porary agencies and try to iden- 
tify corporations with their own 
temporary workforce. Such ar- 
rangements present ideal situa- 
tions for both parties. 

Likewise, there are several 
“Don'ts” which Erdlen claims 
must be observed if senior can- 
didates are to be successful in 
their job hunting. Among them 
are: 

DON’T CRITICIZE YOUR 
PRESENT OR PREVIOUS 
EMPLOYER — This dialogue 
wears thin very quickly. Com- 
panies want to know how you 
are going to help them and not 
listen to bitter tirades about 
your previous boss. 

DON’T USE PHRASES THAT 
MIGHT GIVE THE IMPRES- 
SION THAT YOU ARE LIVING 
IN THE PAST — such as “At 
ABC, we did it this way”; 
had the best this or that"; “It 
wasn't that way when I started 
out.”” 

DON'T PLACE RESTRIC- 
TIONS ON COMMUTING TIME 
OR LOCATION REQUIRE- 
MENTS — unless absolutely 
necessary. Obtain the interview, 
get the offer, then make a deci- 
sion 

DON'T ALLOW ANYONE'S 
PREJUDICES ABOUT COM- 
PANIES TO AFFECT YOUR 
JOB SEARCH — What is im- 
possible to one person could be a 
challenge for you. Investigate 
every job lead and then make a 
determination based on your in 
terests and preferences 

“Fast food restaurants 
retailers, supermarket chains, 
and other industries have dem. 
onstrated their willingpess to 
hire retirees and older 
workers,'’ Erdlen asserts 
“Other firms have followed 
their lead because it is the best 
proof that they do not 
discriminate because of age. 
While many of these jobs are in 
the lower level category, they do 
afford some income and the 
chance for progression later.”” 

“There are many other situa- 
tions in which an employer 
would prefer to hire older 
workers,"’ argues Erdlen 
“They represent experience and 
the ability to handle pressure 
Compared to younger can- 
didates, they require a limited 
amount of orientation and are 
more likely to remain in their 
positions for an extended period 
of time. Their work habits are 
most commendable, they will 
tolerate under-employment, and 
they are less likely to be impa- 
tient and push their supervisors 
for promotions.
